Recently there lias heen ua uuusual amouut of 
man "killing in Wnrren County. . Somebody took 
the trouble a few days ago to look uj) the official 
records to lind out how long it had been siiiee eap 
ilal imnishment had been inllictcd on a murderer in 
the county. It was found that the last legal execu- 
tion took place forty-eight years ago. 

.\ death verdiet has beeu returned in one eaae 
sinee thai time, but a petition to the <ioveruor re- 
sulted in commutation of the sentence to life im- 
prisoniiieni lliindr<>ds <d' killings have bei u i-e 
corded since the day of the last legal e.\eeution. 
but with the one e.vception no jury has ever im- 
posed the capital penalty on a murderer. In the 
sann> time no doubt then^ have been acquittals iu 
flagrant cases 

Ho far as most of the counties in Kentucky uri 
conci>rned eapital puuisment might as well he 
abolished, for it rei|uiies a search of tlu' reeords 
or an interview with the oldcHt inhabitant to ti.\ 
the date of "the Inst hanging" by law. That eap- 
ital piuiishiiient is so seldom inflicted in the aver- 
age county is not so serious aa the. fact that mur- 
derers so frequently nuinage to evade legal pen- 
alt.v of any kind. Kxcept lliat "while Uiere is life 
then' is licipi " there is not mindi ihoiee beiwec-n 
ipiick extinction in an eleelric chair and a iiugerin^ 
death in a penitentiary. The trouble here in Ken- 
tucky is that our juries seem little impressed with 
the sanctit.v of human life. 

There are persons who ar<; conscientiously op- 
{Mtsed to the intlietion of eapital punishment. This 
is demonstrated on almost ever.v occasion when a 
.jury is being selected to tr.v a eharire of nnirder. 
Such persons are not eligible, of coiir.se, to sit on 
juries in eaaei of that kind, but it is to be feared 
that man.v <d' those who profess to ha\e no sueh 
uonscicnttouK scruples lack the euunige to stand up j 
for their convict ions in tin? .jin-y room and t«> h«dd.. 
out for adequate penalticM.
